The first of these has “long 
been a self-evident proposition to those who 
have witnessed the apathy of the govern- 
ment’ in things Chinese during. the last 
twenty-five years, The other—based on the 
feeling that-one of our strongest and most 
capable statesmen is needed to meet the 
situation, (9 \statesman more particularly 
who will be free from those leanings towards 
Oricntalism which are the marked character- 


_ istic of men having long and@ intimate deal- 


_ ings with Hustern racee—has received.cusi- 

“ous confirmation from various sources during 
the past few months. Sir Erwrer Sarow, 

we are told, is most anxious to avoid upset- 
ting the susceptibilities of the Imperial 
Court on their return to Peking.

Our sympathies are 
most sincerely with him inthe former case, 
and we are not without hopes that, guided 
by the light of experience gained during the 
siege, he may yet correct the mistakes of 
the latter. It was decided. many months 
before the siege took place that Sir Cuaupe 
was to be shifted. When the news leaked 
out the Fereign Office were much incénsed 
ab the fact, as it was.felt that it did not 
accord with Lord Sauisauny’s somewhat 
absurd, if flattering, eulogy.

PAPER MANUFACTURE IN THE 
- SHAN. STATES. ae 


Mr. W. 1H. Craddock ‘writes as follows in the 
Indian Forester :—The paper mulberry (Brous- 
sonetia yrijera) is lergely cultivated in the 
State eng am for its fibre, which is made 
into: paper locally.” In. tho weather thore 
aro no crops to tend and the -villagera have 
little or no work to do, so they turn. their 
hands to- paper-making, and a very pro- 
fitable employment it appears tobe. A short 
account of the way in which the paper is made 
may be of interest. The bark is peeled off the 
tronk.and branchea in lougths of about 5 fest, 
the outer bark of cortex haviug been previously 
scraped off. ‘These strips are hung ont in the 


sun to diy and bleach for a couple of days or- 


more, and are then. immersed in a cauldron 
containing o mixtura-of water und wood ashes 
aud allowed to simmer over a slow fire for 
from’ 6 to.12 houra;. this softens and disinte- 

ates the fibres. Tho’ mass is then washed 
in ‘several changes. of water and pounded 
with mallets on a slab of wood until it is 
reduced to a pulp; all impurities such as kuots, 
pieces of straw, ete., sre now picked out, and 
aftora furthor pounding and washing the pulp 
is made into of about 3 inches diameter 
and is ready for tha next operation—its con- 
version into paper. - This takes placa in an 
open shed fitted with » shallow wooden trough, 
G feat by 3 feet and 2 inches deep, supported on 
legs like a table. Thia trough’ is filled to 
depth of } of an inch with water, andin it ia 
placed a tray, the siza of the intendad sheet 
of paper, erally 24 inches by 28 inches and 
Ly inches deap, the bottom of which is of coarse 
country cloth, which acts as‘a sieve and lets 
the water from the trougli into the tray. A 
‘ball of pulp is next. taken and* put into e bam- 
Loo tubs, a foot long, together with some water, 
anfthe whole is churned up with a pronged 
stiok; the resulting mixture is emptied out into 
the tray which already hea water init. Tho pulp 
is sepres oves the tray with the hand and the 
surface is lightly tapped with a flat pioco of 
wood or bamboo to make it lie evenly; this it 
does the more easily as ita specific gravity is 
about the same as that of water. . The tray ia 
then gently lifted ont of the trough, the water 
percolatiug thongh leaving « deposit of pulp, 
and is left inclined against a support for a quar- 
ter of:on. -hour to enable the superfluous 
water to drain off, after which it is put 
ont in. the sun to dry. When. about bulf 
dry, the surface of the pulp is cubbcd over 
evenly with the rim of a glazed en- 
ware cup; this answers the purpose of “ siz- 
ing.” When thoroughly dry it is pecled off 
the bottom of the tray by means of ‘a polish- 
ed piece of hard wood, shaped somothing 
like an ordinary paper-knife. It is then 
folded in two. and packed for the mar- 
ket. The above is the method employed 
in making the ordinary writing paper of the 
Shane.’ Thore {is a thicker and coarser variety 
resembling felt, which is made in a similar 
manner andisused for mata and packing. 
This is-‘sometimes made waterproof by smear- 
ing over with boos'-wax and crude petroleum.

and demoralising. Besidos'it is ‘quite possible 
that such a rule would tend to trickery, for a 
weak player might pretend that he hed been 
seriously hurt by a much better man—in order 
thatthe latter might bé compelled to retire with 
him, The departure of tho weak player world be 
n mere trifle to his sida, but the withdrawal of 
the strong and scientific artist would-be on 
irreparable loss. This at once shows the fallacy 
of trying to keep teams onan equality. It may 
be dosie numerically—but that is all.. So. far 
from a“ stand-off” rule, I would sooner see sub- 
stitutes take the place of the jinjured men as, I 
believe, is the practice in American Intercol- 
legiate football feuds. L have only watched one 
rough match—that between Sheffield United 
and Sheffield Wednesday in the English Cup 
last season—fer some years, and I huve not.seen 
a serious mishap since Charles Brasiley broke 
his leg in a cup-tie between Aston Villa und 
Notts at Birmingham, on Feb. 13, 1897, and T 
geldom miss at least one match a wook.
